QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


By the Answers Man 


QUESTION: What can be done to a 
void flooding on a two 
cycle, using an Amal Monobloc? 


ANSWER: I presume you are using a 
full throttle and none of 
the usual changes such as needle, 
jets and throttle cutaway can be 
used. Your best recourse is a remote 
bowl. The purchase of a complete 
carburetion system is unnecessary. 
A float bowl that is now standard 
with the new Spanish Amal G.P. can 
be adapted to a monoblock. These 
float bowls are available from Ana- 
heim M.C. Center, 127 S. Manchester 
Ave., Anaheim, Calif. 


QUESTION: What is pre-ignition? 
What causes it?—J.H.— 
Buena Park. 


ANSWER: Premature ignition is the 

detonation of the engine’s 
fuel charge before the proper time. It 
can be created by the error of an im- 
proper spark plug heat range or ex- 
cessive carbon on a piston crown. 
Anything which can become red hot 
in the combustion chamber such as 
unrounded edges of'a piston crown 
can cause the fuel to ignite before 
the ignition spark is actually pro- 
duced. 


QUESTION: 1 have been running 

“bean oil” in my engine 
and wish to change to a standard oil. 
A friend said I would have to com- 
pletely tear down my engine and 
clean the old oil off the parts. Is 
this true? R.R.—Van Nuys. 


ANSWER: It would be advisable but 

not entirely necessary. 
The “Bean Oils” Castrol R and Fran- 
cisco will not mix with standard pe- 
troleum base oils and when the lu- 
bricants become warm, a strange 
gummy substance can form that will 
clog oilpassages and thus you could 
end with a severely damaged engine. 
A complete teardown is especially 
recommended for engines such as 
Triumph, that have a sludge trap in 
the crankcase where an abundant 
amount of oil could remain even 
after flushing. 

On engines that have passages, 
etc, that are accessible for a flush- 
ing agent, then it would be okay. 
After draining the oil, fill the crank- 
case or oil tank with kerosene and 
turn the engine over (with ignition 
disconnected) rapidly enough so that 
the kerosene is fully circulated 
through all oil passages and etc. 
Drain the crankcase, refill with fresh 
kerosene and repeat the process. 
Continue until the cleansing fluid is 
free of dissimilar oil and only then, 
refill with fresh petroleum oil. I 
would change oil again, after one or 
two hundred miles of running, just 
to be sure.

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Elected Congress to Replace 


A.M.A. Competition Committee 


IT GIVES ME GREAT PLEASURE... 


WOW! Whoopee! (Calm down, Clayton, it’s only the biggest news in 


American motorcycle history). 


Ahem. Ladies and gentlemen, it gives me great pleasure to announce an 
important piece of news just handed me by a representative of the American 


Motorcycling Association. 


STOP THE PRESSES! 


“The directors of the AMA, recog- 
nizing the need for certain changes in 
the rule making procedure, have ap- 
pointed a four-man committee to study 
the structure of the present Competition 
Committee and recommend findings to 
the directors. This study group, consist- 
ing of William Harley chairman Pete 
Colman, Frank Heacox,and Bill Berry, 
have reported their findings and have 
recommended that the AMA rule forming 
body be almost completely reorganized. 
The recommendations were voted into 
effect unanimously last week. 


American Motorcycle Congress 


Instead of the present Competition 
Committee, elected delegates from six 
AMA Regions (composed of the present 
districts), plus representatives elected 
by professional riders and two execu- 
tives from AMA headquarters would meet 
in a new American Motorcycle Congress. 
To insure that all phases of the sport 
have representation in this rule-forming 
body, the brand members of the motor- 
cycle trade association may also elect 
representatives to the Congress. 

Except for the Executive Director 
and the Director of Competition from 
AMA Headquarters, (who are elected by 
the Executive council), all representa- 
tives to the Congress would be elected 
by AMA rank and file members. Even 
the brand representative, itwas stressed, 
should be not appointed, but elected, 
perhaps by a dealer ballot. 

Pro riders will receive ballots with 
their licenses to elect two representa- 
tives from the east and two from the 
west. Regions will have annual sanc-

tioning meets at which one representative 
each will be elected to the Congress. 
Any AMA member is eligible for elec- 
tion. 


FOUR Rules Committees 


Congressmen will be divided into 
four or more committees 1) Technical 
Committee, 2) Professional Rules, 3) 
Sportsman Rules, 4) Road Riding Rules. 
A congressman may serve on more than 
one committee, and these committees, I 
presume, will present the rules to the 
Congress for enactment. The four com- 
mittees will “discuss and write any 
rules pertaining to all phases of the 
sport within their jurisdiction,” my 
trusted spokesman said. 

Representatives will be elected to 
two year terms. They may be re-elected 
to a second term, but after four conse- 
cutive years they have to skip a year 
before they can serve again. 

Like the pastand present competition 
committee members, the congressmen 
will serve without remuneration unless 
the various regions choose to compen- 
sate their representatives. 

This well conceived revision of rule- 
making structure should provide the new 
basis needed for the “great leap” that 
is coming, to put the national sport or- 
ganization at the very forefront of the 
vast popularity which motorcycling is 
striving toward. I expect that this plan 
will bring 100,000 new members to the 
AMA within one year.

The proposal calls for 
certain controls on off-road vehicle travel in the designated area to provide 
for public safety and for resource protection. Supervisor Whitfield points out 
that a great number of expressions, both verbal and written, have already 
been received. The March 16, 1967, meeting has been scheduled principally 
to hear views not previously considered.

The Prospectors set up a 30-mile course and the big bikes 
were to go 2 laps. The banner was dropped at 10 a.m. It was rough 
going to the smoke bomb. First one there was Malcolm Smith, with 
Dub (101) Smith, (any relation?) right behind him, and Lynn Cole, 
4X was 3rd, with Howard Beach, #33 running 4th. 


The course stayed rough to the ist 
check, dusty with lots of dips and wash- 
outs running down from the hills. 

After the 1st check, the course got 
much faster. It dropped into a long, wide, 
fast sandwash, smooth with no rocks. It 
was 4th gear all the way with lots of 
Passing going on. There was a fire road 
after the sand wash, then the course 
headed up into the foothills and onto 
narrow, rocky ridges where it is very 
hard to pass. Also there were a few 
rocky hills thrown in for good measure. 

Coming into the pits after the 1st 
loop, Malcolm was still in the lead with 
Dub Smith 2nd. Dave Ekins, #67x, on a

Howard Beach still held onto the 4th 
spot. 


And It’s Malcolm, All the Way! 


The riders got gas and a drink of 
water and took off for the 2nd loop. Near 
the finish line at the end of the course, 
you could see the riders coming down 
the rolling hillside heading for the fin- 
ish check. Malcolm Smith, the winner, 
had a good 3-minute lead over Dub Smith, 
the 2nd man, but Dub was being pushed 
very hard by the 3rd man, Amateur 
Howard Beach, on a Triumph TR6, who 
is only age 17 and has been riding for 
about a year and a half and has been 
taking lst Am. quite frequently lately. 
He comes down from Ridgecrest and is 
in the Sandblasters M.C., the same club 
that J.D. Williams made famous. 

Dave Ekins pulled in 4th on his 
Ducati with Gary Conrad, #5x on a 
Greeves right behind him. Lynn Cole on 
a Bultaco rounded out the first six 
Places. 

Jack Byers, #3 on a Triumph was the 
1st Open expert and 7th overall, with 
J.N. Roberts, #13 on a 360 Husqvarna 
taking 1st 500 ex. and 9th overall. 

The riders in the pits all agreed that 
the Prospectors gave them a good day’s 
ride. The course was well marked with 
lime, green arrows and ribbons, It was 
a good rough run and the club should be 
pleased with their efforts,

TRAIL BIKES 


The Morgan Brothers did it again! 
Jack Morgan, #1x on a Hodaka, led all 
the way to take ist place, and Frank 
Morgan, #3, also on a Hodaka, pulled in 
just three minutes later to take 2nd. 

The Prospectors ran a separate 
course for the trail bikes; it was 7 miles 
long and we were to go five loops. The 
banner dropped at 10:05, and we headed 
for the smoke bomb set between two 
hills about a mile out. It was rough and 
bumpy, with trails in deep powdery sand 
for the first 3 miles, and then went into 
a fire road at the first check which | 
lasted only 50 yards. 

The course then headed back into 
the foothills, and again those sandy, 
bumpy boondocks until we came to a 
short gully with large rocks. From that 
point on, the rocky hills got pretty hairy! 

The first couple of hills were make- 
able for an experienced rider, but then 
we came upon a steep one with large 
rocks which took its toll of trailbikes. 
The down-hill section had about 8 rocky 
“steps” of about a foot drop on each 
(good stuff for a trials event) that you 
had to bounce your bike down. 

Heading back into the pits we had 
one more short fire road about 200 yards 
long and another up-hill grade, and then 
downhill trails to the pits. 

Jack Morgan led it almost all the 
way to take the win, and Frank Morgan 
held the 2nd spot for the entire race 
also. Robert Paxton, #13, moved up 
into the limelight by taking 3rd. The 
lst Amateur was Lawrence Thomas, 
#30 who also took 4th overall. 


Lots Of New Riders 


There were 140 trail bike entries, 
which shows that this class is growing. 
The last report I got from Kenny Peter 
son, who takes care of the points for 
this class, was that there were 390 
signed up for the trail bikes, ranging 
from 9 to 59 years old. It is interesting 
to note that there are only 30 Experts, 
as most of this class is made up of 
brand new riders. 

When laying out a course, the clubs 
should try to keep this in mind and try 
to give the novices a chance to learn, 
although I know it’s hard to find good 
territory in the desert, 

The Prospectors put a lot of work 
into their run and I’m sure that all the 
trail bikes riders felt that they got their 
money’s worth, as it took about two 
hours to complete the 5 loops on the 
course,

At least a half a dozen new names came over the road racing hor- 
izon and are on their way to future stardom if performance and results 
from last Sunday’s AMA sportsman road races at Carlsbad can be used 


as a measuring guide. 


Names such as Bill Manley, Gene Romero, Eddie Wirth, Dave 
Smith, Steve Pederson, Johnny Apple and Dave Damron are just a few 
of the over 100 riders who rode like coming national champions in the 
now-monthly races hosted by the Playboys M.C. 


Manley won his first road race 
ever with a great ride, winning 
over Eddie Mulderin the heat and 
semi and then coming back in the 
open- class final to outlast the 
hard charging and fast improving 
Gene Romero. 


While Manley’s Norton was always 
just out of reach from the Triumph 
Tigers it was Wirth and Johnny Apple 
who gave Romero the run for second 
place gold in the big bike chase over 
the Carlsbad national circuit. 

These three riders made a trophy 
dash out of the ten-mile final with 
second and third place changing hands 
as often as a dollar bill. 

Wirth appeared to wrap up second on 
the final lap and was holding a seven 
length lead with only a half a lap to go 
when Romero full bored the rest of the 
way to nip Eddie by half a wheel at the 
line, Apple was more than a close 
fourth. 

Mulder and Manley again gave the 
crowd a thrill in the heat and semi with 
both riding.the rear wheel on every lap 
between the number one and two turns. 
Mulder’s full bore broadslides on pave- 
ment through the number one comer will 
have to be seen to be believed. This 
style may not be accepted in some 
quarters of road racing but it more than 
pleases the paying customers. 

Eddie came up with problems in the 
semi and did not ride the final but still 
kept way up in the newly established 
point standings for the now monthly 
events.

Yamaha has extended its ever 
widening lead over competitive two 
strokes, by setting a new record of 12.08 
seconds elapsed time and 106.38 miles 


per hour. 
Ron Knapp and “Pappy” Tiernan 
joined together in a combination of 


ability and knowledge with the contrast- 
ing rider and machine. The sum total of 
such a perfect match produced an as- 
tounding record at Irwindale Raceway. 


Top Gas — Cash Award 


Nira Johnson was the leader in 
elapsed times with a run of 11.66 and 
117.34 mph. Not far behind was Ron 
Knapp’s Yamaha and Bob Braverman 
with the same brand but of 8 less cubic 
centimeters and a slightly slower E.T. 

Thirty inches of Triumph that are 
owned by Len Jasmen was the remaining 
contender and with a handicap it was 
anybody’s game. Bikes were staged for 
the first races with Triumph and Yamaha 
challenged by their own brand of ma- 
chine, thus when it was time for the 
final round we had one Triumph and 
Yamaha left for the race that brings a 
winner’s check. Bob Braverman and Nira 
Johnson had defeated their first round 
opponents and now faced each other as 
in many top gas races of the past. 

When the racers received a green 
light the Yamaha left early with its 
handicap opportunity and Nira’s Triumph 
sat at the starting line with R.P.M. 
pulsating in time to the yellow count- 
down lights. One second of time is a 
long period to watch someone disappear 
in the distance as they accelerate away 
and Nira just couldn’t make up the ever 
precious distance in time. Yamaha really 
made it a grand award weekend with the 
Knapp and Tiernan record and Braver 
man’s top gas victory. 


Top Street; 2-StrokesRule! 


Vince Rowles accelerated to an ever 
quicker elapsed time and the top street 
victory with his Suzuki X-6. 

The handicap start allowed Suzuki to 
reach the lights before top machines and 
riders such as Tony Dodges’ 12.07 
second Triumph and Leonard Tafoyas’ 
high 12 Harley. It wasn’t only the big 
ones that Rowles had to defeat but 
others such as Honda 450’s and 305’s 
left the starting line first and had to be 
caught, passed and beaten. Rowles’ 
winning elapsed time was 13.77 seconds 
with a speed of 94.53 miles per hour. 
Immediately after the Las Vegas, Ne- 
vada, meet, this Suzuki will be mounted 
in a gas dragster frame of ultra light 
design and we may see the two stroke 
lead change hands. 


Top Fuel Eliminations 


These cans of Nitro and Propylene 
Oxide should carry destruction warnings 
on the labels. The fuel addicts’ pit area 
was littered by charred clutches, bent 
push rods, warped disc brakes from heat 
produced in halting a 152 mile per hour 
tun, high strength chains that are 
stretched somewhat like rubber bands 
and last but by all means not least, the 
horrifying disintegrated engines. 

New faces and machines added to the 
normal weekly devotees showed an in- 
crease in preparation for next week’s 
biggest event of 1967 — the Vegas all- 
bike meet. 

McEvoy’s new twin engine Triumph, 
a Vincent from the east coast, owned by 
Ken Kotalac and Dennis Manning’s new 
“Blown” 450cc Honda were news, but 
only one was to make the ranks of quali- 
fying for top fuel. 

Kotalac’s Vincent was the chosen 
one and a fire almost stopped his con- 
tention. Nitro is hard to ignite but when 
the fire begins, it’s like the flames of 
hell! They are virtually invisible but the 
heatis there. In this unfortunate incident 
the flames were out before a large 
amount of damage was done and the 
Vincent was outfitted with new fuel 
lines and the burn scars were wiped 
away. Kotalac had the toughest competi- 
tion in the persons and machine of Mur- 
ray and Cook’s twin engine Triumph. 
Murray and Cook vanquished the Vincent 
in short order but could not see the grief 
that lay in the next round. 

Don Harris defeated the famous 
“Black Knight” Harley-Davidson of Bob 
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Micheals by a scant tire tread. Don’s 
Triumph surged to an early lead off the 
starting line but lost a plug lead about 
half way down the quarter mile. The 
“Black Knight* pulled up strong and 
Harris gambled the price of a Triumph 
engine in keeping the throttle open as 
raw unburned fuel poured into one cyl- 
inder and through a silent prayer, made 
the lights first and returned to the final 
round of top fuel with a complete engine.

Lions drag, strip has obtained the 
service of a new cycle pit director and 
as of this column I have been unable to 
obtain his name. 

The results at the beach show Millard 
Disharoon holding the winners flag that 
is engraved with the name Harley- 
Davidson and performance figures of 
114.0 elapsed time at 118.00 miles per 
hour. 

Pete Hutton’s twin engine Triumph 
was really running strong and netted a 
best of 11.80 E.T. and 128.00 miles per 
hour. Another twin engine Triumph and 
this one the famous “Stage Fright” of 
Perry & Scotty wasn’t just loafing around 
for it blinked the electric eyes at 10,60 
seconds E.T. and 146 mph.

Wheels of fortune, both in motorcycle 
drag racing and Nevada’s gambling will 
turn at rapid speeds at the All Bike 
Drag meet which takes place at the 
famous Stardust Raceway.

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IN CYCLE NEWS 
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We have remained rather quiet in this column conceming the offi- 
cial position of the AFM, particularly the Los Angeles Chapter, with 
regard to the upcoming AMA sportsman road race at Stardust Intema- 
tional Raceway in Las Vegas. You’ve heardall the rumors, now here is 


the “nitty-gritty”. 

About the so-called pressure applied 
to various parties, there was no pres- 
sure brought to bear on the AFM at any 
time, other than the pressure to further 
the sport. The AFM had a legal contract 
with the promotion company and could 
have applied its own pressure to retain 
the AFM sanction for this meeting. How- 
ever, with this being the first motorcycle 
event held at Stardust Raceway, we 
(the AFM) wanted it to be a success. 
An AFM event held at Las Vegas on 
this date could have been a success, 
for the AFM regulars, but any AMA rider 
might have been faced with possible 
difficulties if he wished to go to Day- 
tona. Stardust is a very fast course, 
with speeds approaching those en- 
countered at Daytona, and we wanted to 
provide a real Daytona warm-up. The 
main straight is 4200 feet long and many 
of the turns are quite fast. 

We realized that the AFM might lose 
a little prestige by relinquishing its 
sanction, but we also reasoned that if 
the riders might benefit, the slight loss 
of face would be worth it. As it now 
stands, any and all can compete. The 
AFM’s turn is coming at this track, with 
a professional purse to boot, If the 
riders support this first race meeting, 
then the future of motorcycle racing is 
assured at this track, including profes- 
sional events, 

The Los Angeles chapter of the AFM 
is receiving a fee to assist in conduct- 
ing this event. So what! The race is 
being put on by the Southern Nevada

Racing Association and the Silver City 
Scramblers and these bodies have no 
experience in conducting a road race by 
anybody’s rules. So, in exchange for a 
fair sum, the AFM is lending its experi- 
ence in conducting this event. We do 
not feel we are getting the short end of 
anybody’s stick, or we would yell so 
loud that they would feel the earth 
shake in Ohio. The AFM is not going to 
be pushed around by any organization or 
individual at any time. Remember that 
the AFM is administered by elected 
persons who receive no profit for their 
efforts, which means they can leave at 
any time. The Chairman of the Board is, 
in effect, hired by the membership, and 
may be “fired” by the same when his 
actions warrant. Thus the AFM is run 
on a democratic basis, inspired by the 
traditions of the United States. 

Any rider not participating in this 
event because of prejudice towards any 
organization is only hurting his own 
future, as well asgpthe sport of road 
racing. As mentioned before, the AFM 
will be holding events at Stardust in the 
future. But this hinges on whether or 
not this first event is a success, regard- 
less of whose sanction it is held under. 
So, if you harbor any concern for the 
future of motorcycle road racing, ama- 
teur or professional, plan to participate 
this Sunday at the fastest course in the 
west.
